At Next FBA Meeting....

CRIME IN D.C. IS TOPIC; 
SYLVIA BACON IS SPEAKER 


Sylvia Bacon, the Assistant Director of the 
President’s Commission on Crime in the District 
of Columbia, will discuss the problems of law 
enforcement in the District at the April 24th 
meeting of the Foggy Bottom Association. Miss 
Bacon, an attorney withthe Department of Justice, 
will discuss the Commission’s findings and rec- 
ommendations, all of which will be of interest to 
FB residents; and many of which, she says, will 
surprise people. The interrelationship of the 
many problems which plague law enforcement in 
the District of Columbia and the solutions tothem 
may not be what you expect. 


Although she is presently employed at the De- 
partment of Justice, Miss Bacon will be speaking 
as the former Assistant Director of the Crime 
Commission and not as a representative of the 
Department. 


Her short talk on the major findings of the 
Commission and discussion of the Judicial struc- 
ture of the District of Columbia will include the 
following significant topics: the adequacy of our 
police department and the efficacy of our judici- 
ary, the impact of the Bail Reform Act and the 
apathy of policy-making government executives, 


Afterward, Miss Bacon will reserve a sub- 
stantial amount of time for questions from the 
floor; ways in which residents of the District can 
help fight the alarming growth of crime in our 
city will be explored. The individual citizen can 
assist law enforcement and judicial efficiency, 
Miss Bacon asserts. 


Sylvia Bacon’s academic and practical legal 
backgrounds are extensive. After graduating from 
Vassar College, she received LLB and LLM de- 
grees from Harvard University Law School and
